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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's remarks/arguments on page 10 of 
the after final amendment (as applied to the remaining rejected claims 1 9 and 20) remain unpersuasive for the same reasons set forth in 
sections 6, 9, and 1 1 of the final rejection mailed November 6, 2007. In addition, the applicant argues that Kobayashi et al. allegedly do not 
disclose "connected to and is capable of moving at least two welding tong limbs of the welding tong relative to each other" and "maintaining 
said welding tong limbs in a fixed spatial relationship with respect relative to each other during the pivoting of the welding tong". The 
examiner respectfully disagrees, as neither of these limitations distinctly sets forth that the welding tong limbs necessarily have to be moved 
at different rates relative to each other in a "fixed spatial relationship" during pivoting of the welding tong. Even when considering the 
applicant's "same rate" argument as applied to independent claim 19 versus the teachings of Kobayashi et a!., both limitations under 
dispute are disclosed in view of these limitations. As a result, claims 19 and 20 remain rejected under 35 USC 102(b) and 35 (JSC 103(a), 
respectively, in view of Kobayashi et al. 
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
